THE Supreme Court of Nebraska held, in the recent 
case of Leidigh vs. Keever, that if one person employs 
another at an agreed price for a certain time, and 
the employment is continued after the expiration of 
the time agreed upon without any new agreement as 
to price, the presumption is that the parties understood 
that the original rate of compensation was also to be 
continued. 





CoNSUL-GENERAL Mason of Berlin, in a report to 
the State Department, states that during the year end- 
ing June 30, 1903, industrial and commercial condi- 
tions in Germany continued to recover from the col- 
lapse and depression which affected them during the 
summer of 1900. In nearly every branch of produc- 
tion dividends continued to improve, although in many 
cases they were derived more or less from artificially 
stimulated exports. But confidence seems to have been 
restored, and the conclusion of the new commercial 
treaties, of which there are nine or ten, with as many 
different countries, is alone requisite to secure for 
Germany another period of prosperity. 

An order was recently received by the millers of 
Minneapolis from Chinese merchants for 400,000 bags 
of flour for Hongkong, equivalent to 100,000 barrels. 
This is said to be the largest single order for flour ever 
received in this country, and is regarded as the fore- 
runner of an Oriental trade with the wheat districts or 
flour mills of the Northwest whose proportions cannot 
be measured. The opening of this new market for 
Minnesota flour has had the effect, so it is said by ex- 
perts on the Minneapolis board of trade, of raising 
the-price of wheat about 7 cents a bushel. It has cre- 
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ated such a demand for wheat at Minneapolis that the 
millers are scouring the wheat regions of the trans- 
Mississippi Southwest for the supplies they cannot get 
nearer home. The receipt of an order of such magni- 
tude by a milling city in the heart of the continent is a 
fact of portentous significance. It was made possible 
only by the low rates of transportation which have re- 
sulted from the concentration of traffic on leading 
western railroads. 

SOME interesting facts about present conditions in 
Hawaii are presented by the Department of Commerce 
and Labor through its Bureau of Statistics. These 
facts reached that Bureau in the Hawaiian Annual for 
1904, which arrived on the opening day of the new 
year. 

Regarding population, the figures show a steady de- 
crease in the number of natives and a steady increase 
in the number of persons of foreign births, especially 
Japanese and Chinese. In 1872 the number of natives 
was, in round terms, 50,000, and in 1900, 30,000. In 
1872 the number of Chinese was, in round terms, 
2,000, and in 1900, 25,000. The record of Japanese 
among the population only begins with 1884, when 
the number was 116 persons, but in 1900 the number 
was over 61,000. The total population of 1872 is 
given at 56,897, and in 1900 at 154,001. 

Sugar, of course, continues to be the principal crop 
of Hawaii, though a number of other tropical products 
are now receiving careful attention, including coffee, 


tobacco, sisal fiber, manila hemp, vanilla beans, and 
pineapples. The experiments with sisal grass, begun 
within the past two years, have given great encourage- 
ment and lead those engaged in the experiments to the 
belief that Hawaii may become an extensive producer 
of that valuable fiber, of which the importations into 
the United States amount to more than $13,000,000 
per annum in value and steadily increasing. 


“Tue Progress of the United States in 


a = its Material Industries” is the title of a 
n “ar 
Statistics. ‘tatistical statement presented by the 


Department of Commerce and Labor 
through the annual report of the chief of the Bureau 
of Statistics. The table pictures conditions in the 
great industries and material interests of the United 
States in 1903, where such figures are available, and 
compares those conditions with those of earlier years, 
running back, where possible, to the year 1800. 

Area, population, wealth, public debt and the inter- 
est thereon, gold and silver production, money in cir- 
culation, savings-bank deposits and depositors, value 
of money of the country, value of farm products, im- 
ports and exports of principal articles and total of 
imports and exports, railways in operation, number 
of postoffices, receipts of the postoffice department and 
many other subjects indicating in various ways the 
financial, industrial and commercial condition of the 
country are included in the tables, which give oppor- 
tunity to compare present conditions with those of 
earlier years. In area, for example, the total in 1903 
is 3,025,600 square miles, against 2,980,959 square 
miles in 1850, and 827,844 square miles in 1800. 
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These figures do not include Alaska or the islands 
belonging to the United States. 

The population in 1903 is stated at 80,372,000, 
against 23,191,876 in 1850 and 5,308,483 in 1800. The 
wealth of the country is stated at 94 billions of dol- 
lars in 1900, and presumably too billions would not 
be an unreasonable estimate for 1903, while for 1850 
the wealth of the country stood at 7 billion dollars, 
no estimate being given for any year earlier than 1850. 
The per capita wealth is set down at $1,235 in 1900 
and $307 in 1850, having thus more than quadrupled 
meantime. The interest-bearing debt in 1903 is 914 
million dollars, against 1,724 millions in 1880 and 
2,046 millions in 1870. The per capita indebtedness 
of the country in 1903 is $11.51, against $60.46 in 
1870, and the interest per capita 32 cents in 1903, 
against $3.08 in 1870. 

Gold and gold certificates in circulation in 1903 
‘for the first time exceeded one billion dollars, or, to 
be exact, 1,031 millions, against 810 millions in 1900, 
232 millions in 1880, and 25 millions in 1870. The 
total money in circulation in 1903 is 2,367 million dol- 
lars, against 1,429 millions in 1890, 973 millions in 
1880, 675 millions in 1870 and 435 millions in 1860. 
The per capita money in circulation in 1903 is $30.21, 
against $26.94 in 1900, $19.41 in 1880, and $13.85 in 
1860. Deposits in savings banks in 1903 are 2,935 
million dollars, against 1,524 millions in 1890, 550 
millions in 1870 and 149 millions in 1860. The value 
of manufactures for the census year 1900 is given at 
13 billions of dollars, against 5 1-3 billions in 1880, 
and less than 2 billions in 1860. Railways in opera- 
tion in 1902 are 203,132 miles, against 166,703 miles 
in 1890, 93,262 miles in 1880, 52,922 miles in 1870, 
30,626 miles in 1860 and 9,021 miles in 1850.

baron of feudalism; labor is a twen- 
tieth century Laocoon struggling against the serpen- 
tine embraces of a domineering plutocracy. A poinard 
plunged into the heart is a better fate than being forced 
to grovel in degradation by toiling under the black- 
snake of tyrannous wealth—these are the nauseous 
doctrines red-handed anarchy would inculcate; the 
poisonous fumes with which the Mosts and Goldmans, 
Luchenis and Czolgoszs would suffocate the virility 
of American labor and the harmony of American in- 
dustrial life. 

Happily our educated American workmen are not 
misled by blind harangues of blatant and unkempt 
agitators, nor do they see an industrial paradise in the 
advent of an era of riotous chaos, with a glut of 
rapine, lust and murder, in which civilization would 
disappear in a maelstrom of resurrected barbarism. 
The tendency of the times can plainly be seen to be to- 
ward an opposite state of affairs. The man who stakes 
‘his capital, which is but a synonym for accumulated 
labor, and the other man who gives the cunning of his 
hand or the strength of his arm to the same venture, 
are realizing more and more that their interests are co- 
operative and the more perfectly they approximate a 
plane of perfect equity the more perfect the harmoni- 
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ous understanding between these Siamese twins in the 
industrial show. 

A proof that whatever abyss there may be between 
labor and capital is being bridged rather than widened 
comes to our attention from Philadelphia. Henry 
Disston & Sons of that city, whom every hardware 
dealer knows as makers of saws, files, rasps, etc., re- 
cently had the temerity to ask their 3,500 employes, by 
means of written letters, to be answered anonymously, 
whether or not they were satisfied with their wages 
and the conditions of their employment during 1903. 

If the dicta of the beer-befuddled and vituperative 
anarchist contained a vestige of truth, about 3,499 of 
these workmen would have poured in tales of lurid 
dissatisfaction, and the only reason the 3,500th man’s 
ink would not bubble with sizzling paragraphs preg- 
nant with class hatred was that he forgot about the 
matter. 

Well as an actual fact, just 12 men complained of 
their wages and conditions—12 out of 3,500. We 
think that other manufacturers will vote this Phila- 
delphia firm a gold medal, as the concern who can 
keep 299 out of every 300 of its employes in a satis- 
fied condition is certainly conducting its business in a 
spirit of consideration and equity. 

The Philadelphia North American of Jan. 3 in com- 
menting on this condition of affairs at this plant, said: 

“In token of its faith in the loyalty of its employes 
and its certainty that no strikes are likely to occur to 
prevent it from filling its orders, the firm incorporated 
the following in a notice recently sent out to its cus- 
tomers : 

“*“We are entering the new year with the most 
pleasant and cordial relations between ourselves and 
our 3,500 employes.’ 

“This sentiment is assented to by all of the Disston 
workmen, excepting ten or a dozen. The way it 
came about is this: 

“Instead of waiting for the men to prefer grievances, 
or to become discontented without openly manifesting 
their feelings, the firm addressed a written inquiry to 
all persons in the works, asking if they were satisfied 
with their wages and the conditions of their employ- 
ment during 1903. 

“They were invited to state frankly any grievances 
and to make any request which they thought might 
tend to improve and maintain harmony between them 
and their employers. 

“All but a small number of the 3,500 replied that 
they were satisfied with the treatment accorded them 
by the firm and that they had never been importuned 
to join or to refrain from joining any labor or other 
organization by their employers. 

“Some of the men who affixed their signatures to 
the responses have worked for the Disstons for half 
a century, and had a part in developing the plant from 
a small beginning to its present proportions. 

“The Disstons believe that the, obligations and re- 
lations of employers and employes should be mutual.”

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RANDOM SKETCHES.

From some points of view the year so shortly started 
seems destined to be memorable. Unless all signs fail, it 
will witness the beginning of a number of improve- 
ments of great magnitude, the completion of which 
cannot fail to affect profoundly the transportation in- 
terests not merely of the country, but of the conti- 
nent. In one case, indeed, the effects cannot be less 
than world-wide. I refer to the isthmian canal, the 
construction of which may perhaps be regarded as 
now destined to proceed without interruption. The 
compietion of this great work cannot but affect mate- 
rially the trade routes of the world as they exist to- 
day. Another improvement of smaller scope indeed, 
but still of high importance, is the project of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad to connect its system with Manhat- 
tan and Brooklyn by tunneling under the Hudson and 
East rivers. The Erie canal improvement in New 
York is a scheme of great magnitude, and the new 
transcontinenal railway in Canada will be a work of 
capital consequence to that country. Added to these, 
the demands for betterments on the railroads through- 
out the country will go to swell a demand for engineer- 
ing skill and labor which should render the coming 
year one memorable in the annals of enterprise and 
industry.

Tue following is a translation of an article from the 
Taegliche Rundschau regarding the establishment of 
American retail stores in Germany: “It certainly has 
not escaped the careful observer of our economic de- 
velopment that American commercial enterprises are 
systematically trying to gain a firm and lasting foot- 
ing in the larger cities of Germany for the sale of 
‘American products by the establishment of retail 
stores. Wandering through the business streets of our 
large cities, these efforts of Americans become self- 
evident. Generally speaking, this was heretofore only 
the case with branches of a specifically American na- 
ture. Of late, however, the Americans appear also as 
competitors in the most varied branches of our home, 
large-scale industry. American competition has al- 
most paralyzed some of our industries—for instance, 
those of typewriters, sewing machines and cash reg- 
isters. Photographers’ articles and musical instru- 
ments also form an important branch of American 
competition. Now the experiment is added to estab- 
lish American shoe stores. The tendency of all these 
American establishments is, above all, this: to deal 
directly with the purchasing public, avoiding as far as 
possible all middlemen.”

STOVES IN 1903. 


The Chicago Inter Ocean of Jan. 3 in a review of 
stove trade conditions in Chicago the past year says: 
“Larger sales of stoves, furnaces and heating ap- 
paratus were reported by manufacturers here last year. 
A gain of fully 15 per cent was shown in spite of the 
fact that the effect of the previous year’s coal strike 
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was reflected. Jobbers and manufacturers carried over 
liberal stocks of hard-coal stoves, but the gain repre- 
sented what should have been sold the previous year. 
Total sales of the entire line reached about $14,500,000. 
The demand for soft-coal stoves was increased 10 to 
15 per cent in addition to the 25 per cent increase 
shown in 1902, and manufacturers maintain that the 
average consumer has been educated to the use of 
bituminous coal and will not pay high prices for an- 
thracite.

ON NE IEAM 
DEATH OF HENRY A MATIHEWS.

The trade will learn with deep regret of the death 
of Henry A. Matthews, which took place at South- 
bury, Conn., Dec. 31, 1903. Mr. Matthews was in the 
78th year of his age, having been born in Goshen, 
Conn., Nov. 24, 1825. At the age of 8 years went 
to work in a cotton mill, and five years later, with his 
parents, he moved to Waterbury, Conn., and was em- 
ployed for five years in the web factory of Hotchkiss 
& Merrimen, becoming one of the most expert rubber 
inspectors in the country. He began manufacturing in 
1850, and continued in business until 1865, when, ow- 
ing to ill health, he gave up his business for five years. 
During the Rebellion he was one of the largest manu- 
facturers of military accoutrements in the country, 
employing as high as 800 men, doing a business of 
$1,000,000 a year. In 1870 he returned to Waterbury 
and organized the firm of Matthews & Stanley. After 
five years, Mr. Stanley dying, the firm of Matthews & 
Willard, succeeded Matthews & Stanley. In 1876 he 
patented hollow stove knobs, the first of the kind pro- 
vided with a screw, and in 1881 patented the stove 
urn or stove top ornaments. Mr. Matthews, while a 
thorough and efficient business man, has been public 
spirited as well, and has frequently been summoned 
by his fellow Citizens to positions of honor and re- 
sponsibility. While a resident of Waterbury he served 
in the state legislature in 1863 and 1864, and again in 
1880 and 1881. In 1886 and 1887 he was member of 
the state senate. In 1884 and 1885 ke served as mayor 
of Waterbury, and for a great many years he served

SOUTHERN HARDWARE JOBBERS CONDITIONS. 





C. B. Carter, Secretary of the Southern Hardware 
Jobbers’ Association, in an article on “The Growth of 
the Wholesale Hardware Trade in the South in the 
Past Twenty-five Years” in the January Ist issue of 
the Chattanooga Tradesman, says: 

“As the years passed by, the hardware jobbers grad- 
ually increased their lines, adding such departments 
as were allied to their principal lines, and upon which 
a fair margin of profit could be realized. Yankee in- 
genuity has done much to increase the hardware job- 
bers’ business. Patents galore have been granted on 
articles closely related to hardware lines, and the manu- 
facturers who handle the same quickly interest the 
jobbers, and they in turn must employ more travelers 
to cultivate the retail trade and to some extent educate 
the consumers to the use of some special articles. 

“The introduction of catalogues has done much to 
increase the jobbers’ business. The traveling man 
cannot go through the entire line of the jobber he rep- 
resents on each visit to each retail customer. Neither 
the salesman nor the customer has the time—in fact, 
it is not necessary. Again, it is seldom that a retailer 
will remember the various specialties—or’ even the dif- 
ferent lines—handled by a jobber, and certainly very 
few can remember the description and cost prices. The 
retailer is continually having calls for articles he does 
not handle, and the prospective customer can get little 
satisfaction from a haphazard description of the article 
in question and an approximate cost. Since the in- 
troduction of the catalogue conditions have materially 
changed. The retailer refers to the jobbers’ catalogues 
and quickly finds just what is wanted, together with 
description and price. The customer is satisfied, and 
orders the article at once. In the aggregate, these 
special orders amount to considerable volume, and in 
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addition the retailer can replenish and even increase 
his line by a liberal use of the catalogue. 

“Another important factor in the growth and de- 
velopment of the southern wholesale hardware trade is 
the introduction of new and improved methods in the 
conduct of business. Also to the more harmonious re- 
lationship brought about between the manufacturers 
and jobbers. These results can be traced to trade or- 
ganizations. 

“It seems hard to believe that association work has 
brought about the present results, but such is the fact. 

“Hardware jobbers from all sections are now bound 
together in close ties of friendship. They meet to- 
gether frequently and correspond freely, exchanging 
ideas and methods on the most profitable and eco- 
nomic plan of conducting their business. The manu- 
facturers are also invited to their conferences, and they, 
too, become acquainted each with the other, and all 
work in harmony for the accomplishment of such 
plans as will work for the good of the greatest num- 
ber and to the further upbuilding of the wholesale 
hardware trade in general, and co-operating especially 
with southern merchants for their best interests.”

R. A. Kirk, president of Farwell, Ozmun, Kirk & 
Co., St. Paul, Minn., leading hardware jobbers, and 
ex-president of the National Hardware Association, 
gave the following valuable tips concerning success in 
his recent address at the .banquet given by this house 
to their employes: 

“In referring to the qualifications of successful salesmen 
the speaker called attention to the ideal which it is necessary 
to keep constantly before one if success is to be attained. 
[he successful salesman is absolutely honest at all times, to 
his house, to himself and to his customers. It is a poor sales- 


man who will take advantage of customers in way. 
Absolute truthfulness should be the rule in regard to goods 
and prices should be as well the 
constant idea of furthering the interests of the house. The 
good salesman will consult the best interests of the customer

One of these is diligence, on which the speaker dwelt at 
some length. Constant work 
to produce good results 


and devoted was a necessity 
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“The young man who keeps his eyes on the clock in an- 
ticipation of closing time and hurries out at the exact minute 
will never be the head of his house. This rule applies to the 
men on the road as weil. 

“To succeed, a man must have a love for his business. 
He must think it in some respects the best business on earth 
and must carry his enthusiasm into his every-day work. 

“Another rule that should be followed by every salesman 
is to learn all about his competitors’ business. It is not enough 
in these days of keen competition to confine oneself entirely 
to one’s own business. Methods of competition should be 
given careful attention. Salesmen should be thoroughiy fa- 
miliar with goods sold by other houses, with their merits and 
demerits, and with their prices. In no other way can they 
advance so quickly the sale of the goods put out by their own 
house. 

“In the line of diligence, the speaker called attention to 
the failure on the part of some salesmen in this respect. 
He would not say salesmen of their house, but salesmen in 
gencral. Some had an idea that the more towns they could 
cover the better work they were doing. This is not by any 
means the case. Too much time is often spent on the road, 
to the detriment of the order book. Towns should be worked 
thoroughly and all the business secured that is to be had.”

Resolved, That we severely condemn the toleration and 
licensing of theater buildings so seemingly inadequate and 
faulty in exit arrangements as to cause such a calamity, and 
that we deplore and condemn the seeming criminal negli- 
gence in organization and training of attaches which too often 
exposes an innocent public to the danger of such an appalling 
horror. 

Resolved, That we give our moral support and encour- 
agement toward a proper investigation of this disaster and 
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insist upon the elimination without fear and favor of like 
dangers presented in the construction of all theaters.

One side 
of the circular rim is sharp and the other is punched 
full of holes, say about one inch apart. Sew to this 
rim a sack about fifteen inches deep, made preferably

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of gunny cloth (coffee sack) wide enough to fit the 
rim nice. Sew sack to rim with malleable wire. 

This is the best known cleaner, as it has.a good edge 
for scraping up the dirt while the sack allows escape of 
surplus water. The sack must be sewn inside, or in 
such a manner so as to protect from wear near the 
hoop circle.

UNIVERSAL PORTLAND CEMENT.

Where can I buy the Universal Portland cement?

TINNING COPPER. 
From Johnson & Roland, Richmond, Ind. 

How do you tin copper? 

Ans.—Prepare a bath from pulverized tartar, 3.52 
ozs.; protochloride of tin, 14.11 drachms; water, 10 
quarts; and, after heating the bath to boiling, immerse 
the objects to be tinned (pins, hooks, handles, eyes, 
etc.) in a tin sieve or in contact with a piece of zinc; 
frequent stirring with a tin rod shortens the process. 
Another method, given by Bottger, gives good results. 
Dissolve oxide of tin by boiling with potash lye, and 
place the copper or brass objects in the boiling solu- 
tion in contact with tin shavings. Elsner’s bath yields 
equally good results. It consists of a solution of equal 
parts of tin salt and common salt in rain water. The 
manipulation is the same as given above. 

TINNING KETTLES. 
From Johnson & Roland, Richmond, Ind. 

How do you tin kettles? 

Ans.—The kettle to be tinned is first freed from 
oxide, etc. It is then coated with a 10 per cent solution 
of chloride of tin, to which as much purified tartar as 
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will lay on the point of a knife has been added. Now 
rub thoroughly the moistened places with coarse zinc 
powder, obtained by pulverizing zinc just congealed. 
This process may be used for brass, cast and wrought 
iron and also for steel. The tinning, to be sure, is thin, 
but it adheres firmly, and a thicker coat can be obtained 
by repeating the process after a few minutes. Finally 
the kettle is rinsed off and polished in the usual man- 
ner, for instance with whiting.

MINERALS IN CHINA. and no machinery is used. The ores, as brought to 





A correspondent of the “Engineering and Mining 
Journal” points out that China may in a few years be 
in a position to ship enormous quantities of copper 
at less than half its present cost of production. China, 
independent of hundreds of miles of railways now in 
operation, in course of construction, and provided for, 
is covered by a complete network of rivers and canals, 
with a systeni perfected by centuries of use. The 
question of transportation would probably never act 
as a bar to the workings of any property. Labor is 
to be had in unlimited quantities, good and steady, at 
rates per month less than are usually paid per day 
other countries. Coal of good quality is there in en- 
ormous quantities, with other requirements for min- 


ing and smelting, such as food supplies cheaper than 
in any other place where mining is now conducted. 
Within five years the working of a few antimony 
mines in the province of Hunan was commenced un- 
der government control, and, were it not for this con- 
trol, the offerings from China would swamp the mar- 
ket; as it is, prices of refined antimony have been 
forced down over one-third and Chinese antimony ores 
are offered of good quality and at low prices. The 
mines are worked by hand labor, with crude tools, 


the surface, are sorted by women and children and are 
broken, where necessary, into small pieces, hand- 
culled and dressed. In this way the ore for export 
and for sale is practically pure. The rejected ores are 
smelted into crude antimony by a primitive method 
with great waste. The method is by volatilization, 
and the slags carry 25 to 30 per cent metal. Under 
these conditions, with over 1,000 miles inland trans- 
portation, Chinese are able to ship quantities of both 
ore and regulus at a satisfactory profit. These con- 
ditions will probably apply to the working by hand 
labor of many other minerals, especially if, under prac- 
tical supervision of foreigners, modern tools and 
methods of mining are used. This would eliminate 
the risk of installing expensive machinery and plant 
until sufficient work had been done to determine suf- 
ficiently the extent and value of deposits. With low 
ocean freight rates to Europe and to New York per 
ton, maktrates, matte and metals, the future mining 
possibilities in China are great. The question of a 
“commercial yellow peril’ to existing interests may 
be raised; on the other hand, there are opportunities 
for large profits. By way of comment, our contem- 
porary remarks that it has long been partially known 
that China is rich in coal, iron and in the ores of many 
important metals, and the work now in progress seems 
likely to establish the truth, which has been hereto- 
fore only surmised. 
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CHICAGO IRON [IARKET. 


The holiday season affected the iron market to a 
great extent and as a result the hand to mouth busi- 
ness of the past few months has not been broken. 
Consumers have been busy settling up old year’s busi- 
ness, and the amount of business transacted during 
the holiday week is hardly of sufficient importance to 
chronicle either as to tonnage or prices. 

Stock has commenced to run low in consequence, 
and this fact coupled with reassuring signs from the 
East should tend to produce better feeling. 

The Southern situation is attracting some atten- 
tion. Determined efforts are being made by the large 
furnace companies to fix and maintain prices based 
on $10.00 Birmingham for No. 2 Foundry. The ap- 
pearance of this new element in the iron world 
has caused a little consternation among smaller deal- 
ers, but the effect has not been very pronounced as yet. 

Whether or not this combination will be able to con- 
trol prices will not be determinable until after the turn 
of the year. It has been predicted rather freely that 
the movement was father inoportune. 

On the whole the situation remains unchanged, ex- 
cept that there is more reason now than there was a 
month ago to expect a clearer atmosphere and consid- 
erably more buying in the near future. 





IRON AND STEEL BARS. 


The holiday season has played havoc with this line of 
business, as with all others, and the past few days have 
witnessed light tonnage. A marked improvement is 
looked for when the year gets a little older. Railroads 
have begun buying cars and orders for 1,500 have 
been placed within the past week. Prices are with- 
out change, and we quote bar iron, 1.30c to 1.35¢ Chi- 
cago, carload lots, mill shipments, half extras. Soft 
steel bars are 1.46'%4c, half extras, Chicago delivery, 
carload lots, mill shipments, with 5c to Ioc extra for 
less than carload lots; angles, less than 3x3, 1.56%c 
base, half extras; hoops, 1.81'%4c carload lots, full ex- 
tras. Jobbers’ quotations on carload lots and less: 
Iron, 1.50c to 1.60c, base full extras; steel, 1.60c to 
1.70c ; small angles, channels and tees, less than 3x3, 
1.70c to 1.80c ; hoops, 2.10c rates, full extras. 





BILLETS. 


The market is dull and there is very little spirit 
shown. The carload price of open-hearth or Bessemer, 
for rolling or forging purposes, is $24 at Chicago.

Store trade is brisk, but mill business has not im- 
proved. Keen competition and suicidal prices go on.

RAILS AND TRACK SUPPLIES. 


The demand for light sections is on the increase, 
if any change at all has been made in the situation. 

We quote standard sections, 
500 tons and over, $28; less than 500 tons to carload 
lots, $30; less than carload lots, $32; second quality 
rails, $27; 25-pound rails, $25 to $27; 12-pound rails,

with usual differentials for other size-. 
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NAILS. 

New prices for nails have finally been made public 
by the American Steel Wire Company. The prices 
are too low, however, to be regarded as perma- 
nent and the general impression seems to be that they 
are held out as a kind of bait with which to start off 
the new year. 

For car lots $2.15 is quoted as the base on wire 
nails and $2.45 on painted wire. Galvanized wire is 
$2.75.. These marked reductions should tend to in- 
crease orders for these commodities considerably, and 
there is little doubt but what they will. The prices 
quoted are about 25 cents under those which prevailed 
just previous to the announcement and 35c under the 
opening of a year ago. 

The cut in prices just about represents the difference 
in the cost of iron between now and a year ago. Never- 
theless, there is too much watered stock on which divi- 
dends must be paid by the steel trust, and it is very 
doubtful if the public will derive much benefit from 
the reduction in iron. 


SHEARS. 
Sheep shears, No. B. B. A., regular grip, are now

The foreign specu- 
lative interests who have advanced the market over 3c 
per lb. in December evidently were ‘so sure of their 
position that the attitude and condition of trade, time 
of year and consumption in the country that uses 
about one-half the entire production, was to them a 
matter of apparently little interest, and did not seem 
to have entered into their calculations. Of course 
we al] know no speculative or trading business is at 
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present done in the American market and that the 
trade is a matter of importing and selling to consum- 
ers, but American interests in close touch with the situ- 
ation here are among the largest operators in the 
London speculative market and our report received by 
cable that a decline was caused to-day by absence 
of Eastern and Chinese orders and indifference of in- 
terests in close touch with America is probably a cor- 
rect statement of causes for decline.
